A FATAL ACCIDENT. 


A sad accident, whereby a seven year eld 
boy named Oscar Cousinean, lost his life, 
occurred in the Creuzot set\Jement, seven 
miles out from Fort Saskutchewan on the 


} Sturgeon trail, on Thursday last. 


Two boys, playraates, Adoda Lamourenx 
and {Oscar Cousineau, both about seven 
years of age, were playing together in 
Amable Lamoureux’s house, the father of 
one of the boys, when young Cousineau 
took down @ large 44 calibre revolver, | 
which was hanging on the wall, and _point- 
ing it at his companion pulled the trigger 
twice. The revolver being double action, 
the cylinder revolved, but the hammer fell 
each time on empty chambers. Cousin- 
eau then handed the weapon to Adoda 
Lamoureux telling him it was his turn and 
he in turn pointed it at his companion and 
pulled the trigger. This time the hammer 
fell on aloaded chamber and the revolver 
was discharged, the bullet striking young 
Cousineau near the temple and passing 
through his head came out on the other side. 
He lived for four hours after, but never re- 
gained consciousness, dying in the evening, 
and was buried on Saturday. 

An inquest was also held on Saturday by 
Drs. Braithwaite and Aylen when a verdict 
of ‘‘ accidental death ” was given.

I suppesed a little information con- 
cerning the blasting of the rocks in 
the channel here would be of interest 
to you, sol have gathered ali the in- 
formation I zould on the subject, 
from: every possib’e source. I have 
talked to such men as MacDonald, 
Bowen, Savoyard, Clark, Powder, Big 
Stone, St. Paul, Shedy, Russell, Bear- 
er, Sutherland, and Atkinson, all 
pilets and rivermen who know their 
business, and men who have gone 
down the rapids this spring, and so 
have had a chance to note any change 
that may have been made by the 
blasting. I have also gone over the 
ground or river bank with Mr. Cani- 
sell, Sergt. Anderson and W. Clark. 
Sergt. Anderson is making an officia 
report on the subject and has gone to 
every pains to secure information 
relating thereto. Mr. Camsell talked 
very freely on the pointand gave me 
his opinion as to what he thonght 
ought to de done. Mr. Clark pointed 
out the rocks partially destroyed and 
also showed me where the others had 
been before they were blasted oui. 
The effect on the channel was easily 
noticable and serves to show how 
auch is yet to be done in order to 
improve the channel sufficiently to 
justify it in being called a channel. 
The slight change caused by the work 
done last winter doesn’t cut the smal- 
lest possible figure. The amount of 
work to be done in order to make a 
respectable channel is so great that 
last winter's work is not even a drop 
in the bucket, Pilots MacDonald, 
Bowen, Savoyard, Powder, Big Stone, 
and St. Paul think the rocks should 
all be taken out or all left alone. 
They agree on the point that the re- 
moval of some out of the channel is 
useless, while others equally danger- 
ous remain. Mr. Clark frankly ad- 
mits that his mission last winter, so 
far as making a good channel is con- 
cerned, was a failure. He simply 
blew out what he could get at. The 
rocks that were impossible to get at, 
the ones that came nearly to the sur- 
face and directly in the natural chan- 
nel, are still there and likely to re- 
main, unless a real, genuine attempt 
is made by a practical dynamiter 
with proper appliances, such as flat 
scow or other similar contrivance to 
overcome the natural difficulties of the 
waterand tocleara channel wideenoughi 
for the passage of boats from one end 
of the rapids to the other. In the 
spring or fall this work could be 
aecomplished, but in the winter, 
never. If a man had been here for 
the past ten days he might have 
accemp'ished wonders as almost every 
rock obstructing the channel is vis- 
able. The water is on the point of 
raising again and an »pportunity as 
good as the one on the eve of depart- 
ure will not occur again until the low

wa‘er in the month of August. If the 

4people of Edmonton and this northern 
country intend following up the start 
already made, let them commence 
action at once. It could be done 
much cheaper, say in August, than at 
any other season, but whatever they 
de don’t send any person, good, bad 
or indifferent here in the winter time. 
The people who wintered here say 
that the ice is so piled up and jammed 
that it is impossible to get at the 
rocks most needed to be blown out. 
i can see traces of the ice jam at this 
writing (May 16th) twenty feet above 
the surface of the river.

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WORKMEN ON THE CRCOW’S 
NEST RAILWAY. 

An Ottawa report in the Free Press 
of the Ist inst, siys: Mr. Bell, of Pict- 
ov, drew to the government’s attention 
the sad case of alleged criminal hard- 
ship inflicted upon two young men 
named Macdonald and Fraser, workmen 
upon the Crow’s Nest Pass railway, 
who died like dogs through the cruelty 
brutality and neglect of some party 
who is yet to be brought to justice. 

hey were attacked, it seems, with 
diphtheria and compelled to travel 110 
miles in an pen conveyance during 
one of the most violent storms of last 
winter, and then left in a box car 
where they were found by Dr. Mead, 
of Pincher Creek, at the very point of 
death. “There seams no doubt,” said 
Mr. Bell, “ that these men were really 
murdercd, and if ary one was_respon- 
sible for the case he should be brought 
to justices.” Bat the reai point of the 
sad story was that Dr. Mead referred 
to was not permitted to hold an inquest 
but was prohibited from doing so. 

Mr. Oliver, of Alberta, stated that 
the above cases were merely samples of 
the treatment meted out to workmen.

sufficiens information on this case to 
justify him in ihe opinion that there 
has been gross negligence on the part 
of those responsible for the death of 
these parties and for similar treatment 
in other cases.

BOMBARDMENT OF SANTIAGO. 


from Cape 


A despatch received 
Haitien, Haiti, says: 

There is great excitement at Santi- 
ago, the Spanish residents, notwith- 
standing the repeated boasts of the 
military and naval! officers, fearing 
the Americans will soon be in posses- 
sion of the city. When the firing be- | 
gan many men in the city, whose | 


sympathies have been with the in- 
surgents started for the insurgents 
lines, whi-h are but a short distance 
from the town, to offer their ‘services. 

The fighting began at just about 2 
o'clock, when a signal to begin bat- 
tle was displayed on the Brooklyn. 
This scems to refute the statement 
that Admiral Sampson was present 
for had he been with the fleet he 
would by his rank have been in com- 
mand. 

Owing to the height of the hill on 
which Moro Castle is situated at the 
entrance to the harbor it was impos- 
sible for the Americans to run in to 
shore and elevate their guns to a 
sufficient height to do any damage 
to the old fortifications, consequently 
the big ships with heavy rifles stood 
some distance off shore, from where 
they coulda put in a more effective fire, 
while the smailer vessels nearer shore 
devoted themselves to attacking the 
sand and mortar batteries on shore 
beneath the Moro. By standing off 
shore the big ships had plenty of 
water to manoeuvre in. They passed 
to and fro before the entrance steadily 
pouring an awful fire upon the devot- 
ed walls of the Moro. Some of the 
shells from the big rifles went clear 
over Moro, landing in the Estrella 
Point battery, Santa Catalina fort 
and the otlier fortifications on the 
same side of the entrance as Mcro, 
but to the northward of it. Thous- 
ands of persons, when they found the 
shells of the enemy did not reach the 
city went to points of vantage where | 
they could witness the bombardment, 
The Moro and other fortifications 
with the exception of the Blanco bat. 
tery, can’t be seen from the city | 
proper, owing to the tortuous forma- 
tion of the water, but going to the 
hills to the westward a fine view 
could be had of the effect done by 


the shells that came sailing over the 
Moro. 


The fire was apparently directed 
principally against Moro, the fort of 
La Socapa, on the opposite side of the 
en‘rance, and Punta Gorda, some dis- 
tance from the entrance, but which 
could be reached by a straight fire 
from the sea. The forts replied 
bravely to the fire of the enemy, but 
as far as can be learned did not ap- 
pear to do any great damage. The 
sound of car nonading was deafening. 
The bay is almost entirely surrounded 


by mountains and the reports of the 
guns were echoed and re-echoed | 


tor minutes li 
es after the discharge, mak- 


ing a most terrific din. 


The despatch intimates that some 
of the Spanish warships took part in 
the engagement, but this can’t be 
verified. It was made known some 
days ago that two or three of Ad- 
mirzl Cervera’s squadron were lying 
some distance below the city, and it 
1s possible that they may have been 
engaged. ‘They could not be seen 
from the city and this probab] 
accounts for tne indefinitness of the 


statements regarding the squadron j; 
participating in the fight. Whether 


or not the Americans entered the bay 
ig not known. Jndging from reports 


of the fight that have been received 
here, it is almost certain that little, 
if any damage, was done to the Ameri- 
cans. It may be that Commodore 
Schley did enter the harbor for a 
short distance, countering as he went, 
and is now awaiting a more favorable 
opportunity for proceeding up the bay 
and’ engaging the Spanish warships. 

During the fighting a° number of 
troops were hastily dispatched from 
the city, and it is judged from this 
that the Spanish losses in batteries 
must have been heavy and that 
artillerymen were needed to man the 
guns. The despatch says the .Ameri- 
cans were compelled to retire after 
the battle had lasted about two hours, 
but this is doubted here, as it is 
known the fortifications at Santiago 
‘are hardly strong enough to cope 
satisfactorily with such a powerful 
| squadron as that commanded by Com- 
modore Schley. It is certain, however, 
the firing ceased shortly after four 
o'clock. Just before it ceased the 
cannonading was the heaviest of the 
day.
